War Dead

Americans honored their war dead today and took 
to enjoy the first spring holiday at 
to the highways 
parks, beaches and mountains 
For some, the Memorial Bay 
holiday was their last. 
During the early hours o f the 
holiday 
highways leading away 
from major cities were clogged 
with the mass exodus to the coun­ 
try. 
In Maryland, five persons were 
killed outright when their car 
missed a curve along Maryland 
416 at Sunderland and crashed in­ 
to a tree. 
New York reported three high­ 
way deaths and nearly a dozen 
other states two each. 
The National Safety 
Council 
said that holiday traffic could 
claim 120 lives during the 30 hours 
between 6 p.m. local time last 
night and midnight tonight. 
At 10:30 a.m. EDT. a United 
Press International count showed 
that 29 persons had beeen killed in 
traffic accidents since the holiday 
period began.

Drownings 2 
Planes 0 
Miscellaneous 3 
Total 34 


The National Safety Council al­ 
so estimated that up to 6,500 per­ 
sons would suffer disabling in­ 
juries in traffic accidents during 
the holiday,

'and extreme Northwest. 
A series of storms in Michigan 
caused at least one death and 
widespread power failures.

"The King-Anderson bill is an 
attempt to spread over the larg­ 
est possible population base the 
risk in providing care to the 
aged.” he said. 
Removal of High-Risk* 
He aid he did not believe the 
bill endangered privately financ­ 
ed plans, but in fact benefitted 
them by proposing the removal 
of high-risks from the rolls of in­ 
surance ratables. 
Malloy, .speaking next, said the 
bill is opposed in some quarters 
because it would be compulsory. 
"Certainly it’s compulsory.” he 
added. “So is social security. It s 
compulsory because the people, 
through their representatives, de­ 
cided to make it so. That's the 
basis of democracy.” 
Real Choice 
He said the public’s real choice 
in providing aid is acting through 
social security or through public 
relief funds. 
"We know well need it. Get­ 
ting old means getting sick, lf 
we don’t want to be improvident. 
we ll take proper measures now." 
Dr. McGraw then spoke and ex­ 
plained the features of the Kerr' 
Mills bill. 
He said the AMA is not op 
posed to pre-payment of medical 
care. He said the 
AMA 
also 
agrees there is a real problem in 
caring for the elderly, but that it 
is not as serious a problem as 
the administration indicates. 
Matching Fund Basis 
The Kerr-MHls bill, he said, 
which presently operates in Penn 
Sylvania and some 24 other states 
provides federal f u n d s on 
matching fund basis with state 
outlays for medical care.

in a mine ll hours after he disap­ 
peared while chasing a squirrel 
into the entrance of the steep 525- 
foot shaft. 
John Varano and Joseph Gar­ 
cias found the body at the 450-foot 
level and relayed the grim news 
to the surface by portable tele­ 
phone. 
Kenneth's father collapsed in 
the arms of a relative when he 
leard his son was dead. 
“My God, My God,” he sobbed. 
Schickley was taken to his home 
where a doctor placed him ami 
his wife under sedation. 
Police said the body was found 
badly mangled on top of a mine 
buggy which had been placed at 
the entrance of the mine to seal 
it but apparently had been re­ 
leased and tumbled into the 60- 
degree shaft. 
Dawn was breaking over t h e 
weary group of 30 or 40 rescue 
workers when the child’s body 
was brought to the surface at 6:45 
a m. EDT. 
Varano and Garcias went down 
to the 355-foot level in a bumboat, 
a modified mine cart used as an 
elevator. They crawled the re­ 
maining 90-feet down the s h e e r 
sides of the shaft and searched 
more than two hours before find­ 
ing the body.
